"I like working with Brownies because I 
like to give them a chance to learn what 


I have." 

Several students joined community 
groups such as Activating Drug Awareness 
in Portage Township (ADAPT). There 
were seven groups within the program, 
one of which was Positive Peer Pressure. I 
Tonja Simons explained, "We learned to 
counsel other people that are our age. 

We have trust exercises and learn 
listening skills. One of the most 
important things stressed in this group 
is confidentiality. Anything said in the 
group stays in the group."

Like a magnet attracting steel, PHS 
drew hundreds of visitors from the 
community, the surrounding areas and far 
off lands. These visitors came to 
observe, tour and use the modern 
facilities. 

From places as far away as Nigeria and 
the state of Jordan, school administrators 
working on their doctorate degrees came to 
observe the facilities and procedures used 
at PHS. "We have one of the finest 
physical facilities in this region of the 
country. We have things worth seeing, and 
we don't mind sharing them with visitors," 


said Principal Forrest Rhode. "It makes 
you feel proud you're part of something 
people want to be involved with."

From early morning to late at night, the magnetism 
of the high school attracted students and people 
from the surrounding area to use the PHS facilities.

Imagine a Portage long before all the 
people and buildings arrived — an unfriendly 
terrain composed of marsh, dunes and 
dense forest. At one time there was an 
encampment of Pottawotomi Indians near 
what is now the Holiday Inn. The first 
settlers in this area also reported killing 
bears in the northern section of the 
township and said that "wolves were very 
troublesome until the railroads came in." 

Portage is one of the youngest cities 
in the state. In 1959 three unincorporated 
villages, McCool, Garyton, and Crisman, a 
total of 22 square acres of land, were 
joined to form the town of Portage. At 
this time it was known as the largest, 
fastest-growing town in the state. It was 
incorporated as a city in January, 1968, and 
is now the county's largest city. 

In 1960 a master plan was devised by 
the town board for orderly development of 
the area. Under its regulations industry 
had to be located in the northern one-third 
of the town, and single and multiple 
dwellings were to be built in the southern 
two-thirds of the area. There were also 
plans for a hospital to be built on the 
corner across from where Time Low now 
stands. 

After the 1852 construction of the 
Michigan Central railroad, now part of the 
New York system, and the Port of Indiana 
in 1969, there was rapid growth of industry 
in the region. Nine of the nation's top 
20 corporations have facilities in this 
area, and the world's largest single steel 
plant also resides here. This rapid 
growth of industry caused the population 
of the area to grow at a rate six times 
faster than the nation's. 

Portage is now known as the "Home of 
the Port of Indiana." 

Portage's first graduating class completed 
its schooling in a one-room schoolhouse. The old 
Crisman school was Portage 's tirst high school. 

Later it became a junior high, then an elementary 
school. The building is now a service center. 

In 1962. Bethlehem Steel, the nation 's second 
largest producer, built its plant in the northern 
section ol the town. The growth oi the steel mills 
in the area caused Portage to be. at one time, the 
fastest growing town in the state. 

Portage's incorporation to a city in 1968 changed the 
government of the town from a board of trustees to a 
mayor-board government. The mayor of Portage in 1980 
was John Williams, a former Portage High School 
English teacher. 
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The first white settler in this area was Joseph 
Bailey, a tur trapper who built his home here in 
1922. Since then the population oi Portage has grown 
by leaps and bounds. In the last census there were 
roughly 26.51 1 persons residing in Portage. 



A long way from the one-room schoolhouse Portage 
started out with, the modern, three-story Portage 
High School has an enrollment ol 2, 149. The 
Portage school system has been awarded a "First Class 
Commission '" and is an accredited secondary school. 

An Alumnus ol Portage High School Dan Crandall 
does research work at the Portage Public Library. 

The library recently moved from its old location 
in the Portage Mall to a new building on Lois 
street.

Teenagers predominate the recreation 
seeking crowd, and PHS students were no 
exception.

Although there were not many recreation 
areas in Portage, students still could 
spend time in town. John Petrovich, 
jr., said, "I like bowling and skating, and 
Camelot Lanes and R-Way Skate Center are 


convenient.” Besides these attractions, 
Portage possessed a large number of fast 
food restaurants such as Burger King and 
McDonald's. These places provided a 
gathering spot for students after PHS 
sporting events. Diane Mcdonald, sr., 
commented, T think that Portage could use 
a restaurant that is teen -orientated 
where teenagers go to see their friends 
instead of just going to a fast food 
joint." 

For students who had spare time but no 
spare change, the Portage Park Department 
offered baseball diamonds and basketball 


courts to which Portage residents had 
access free of charge. For a small fee, 
the park also sponsored special events 
like hayrides, canoe trips, and trips to 
Chicago to see a play or musical. 

PHS students were often unhappy with 
recreation choices in Portage. "If you're 
not in the mood for the ones Portage has, 
there's no where else to go," said Rhea 
Spicer, sr. One sophomore said that it 
would be nice if a cinema with good movies 
was built in Portage. Then teens wouldn't 
have to spend a fortune on gas just to 
see a movie.

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Body language: talking 
without vocal expression 


A picture can tell 1 ,000 words, but by 
reading someone's body language, you can 
tell what he thinks or how he feels about 
any given situation. The study of kenosis, 
nonverbal communication, centers around 
three areas of man's body movements: 
gestures, posture and facial expressions. 

Some people can't talk without using 
their hands to help describe what they're 
saying. Many of the gestures used today 
originated for different reasons or from 
certain situations in the past. Crossing 
of the fingers, first used for Christian 
worship, was a secret version of making 
the sign of the cross, symbolizing 


protection. Today it is used as a wish for 
good fortune. 

Gestures we use in the U.S. can also 
take on different meanings in another 
country. The OK sign in the U.S. means 
perfect, but in Japan it indicates money, 
and in France it means nothing or 
worthless. In Greece and Malta the sign 
is an obscene insult. 

Eye contact is another important aspect 
of body language as the eyes are "the 
windows of the soul." For each situation 
in which you are involved, there is a 
moral looking time, a certain amount of 
time you can hold another person's glance. 
This time limit varies according to where 
you are, how well you know the people 
you're with and what your relationship to 
them is. In an elevator the moral looking 
time is very low. Most people tend to stare 
at their feet or at the buttons, rarely 
meeting the other people's eyes because in 
such an enclosed area it would be invading 
their privacy. The amount of time you can 
hold someone's glance also depends upon 
where you live.

Jan. 3: Ronald Reagan, 
hostages share triumph 


The 52 hostages are once again on 
American soil. The long months of 
waiting and wondering are finally over. 

On Nov. 4, 1979, under the American 
Presidency of Jimmy Carter, the U.S. 
Embassy in Teheran was seized by Iranian 
militants. The Ayatollah Khomeini had 
been brought out of exile by the 
militants to lead the country of Iran. 

U. S. Embassy personnel and guests were 
held hostage with demands for the return 
of the deposed Shah of Iran, Muhommed 
Pahlavi. The Shah had come to the United 
States for medical treatment of cancer. 

With the exception of two women and 
one black man, all of the women and 
Negroes were released a short time after 
the take over. The rest of the Americans 
were held captive. Negotiations went on 
between Iran and the United States for 
several months, and the deposed Shah 
died after moving on to Panama. But 
this did nothing for the release of the 
hostages. Iranians demanded return of 
the Shah's assets. 

The 52 hostages were finally released 


after 444 days in captivity. It was the 
same day President Ronald Reagan was 
inaugurated, exactly two minutes after 
he took office. Some Americans say that 
it was the fear of Reagan's militant 
attitude that prompted the Iranians to 
release the hostages. Cindy Kestle, 

Sr., said, "Reagan was more of a threat 
to Iran than Carter was." 

Diane Paterson, jr., added, "Iran was 
afraid that since Carter wasn't in 
the administration, they wouldn't get 
away with holding the hostages, anymore." 

Not until the Americans were safe in 
West Germany did the U.S. learn of the 
torture and sufferings the hostages 
endured. Games of Russian Roulette were 
played with the hostages’ lives, and guns 
were stuck in their backs and faces. One 
of the hostages was severly beaten three 
times for trying to escape, while yet 
another attempted suicide. 

"I was really proud of the hostages. 

They really stuck it out. It seemed like 
they had confidence that we would get 
them out," commented Chris Melton, jr.

Mr. Dennis Bond, instructor, created the 
course in January, 1969. He said students 
are expected to do research outside the 
PHS media center. "I thought I would learn 
more here than in Econ. Here, I can study 



what I want; there, I have Econ, that's 
all," said Brian Herr, sr. Those picked 
for the course "demonstrated pretty good 
grades, and their verbal scores are high. 

What the course does involve is a great 
deal of self-discipline," said Mr. Bond. 

Students have a mid-semester review 
to see what progress they have made. 

Senior Rhea Spicer said, "I felt that 
it would better prepare me for college." 

At the end of the semester a paper is due. 
The minimum paper is 20 pages long, though 
it really depends upon the quality of the 
work.

If the paper is above C 
work, the teachers sign it and date it.

Independent Study to gain the experience 
of writing a term paper while carrying a 
heavy schedule."

Finding that phalanges and metatarsals 
are parts of the body and listening to 
daily jokes told by Mr. Arol Amling were 
quite familiar to most students at one 
time or another. 

The state made the requirements for a 
health class and also requested that 
cardio-pulmonary resuscitation (CPR) be 
taught. Mr. Amling, health teacher, 
stated, "I think it is important for 
students to know something about their 
body and its functions. They should 
understand their body and appreciate 
it by eating right, getting enough 
exercise and avoiding certain health 
hazards."

"They are fitting in 
that each foreign language student expands 
himself, his mind, and his culture by 
taking on another language and thus exceeds 
the average person," Doreen Morlock, jr., 
remarked. 

FHS is an organization which honors 
academic success not only in French, but 
also in a student's entire academic 
curriculum. It encourages French students 
to be above average in all their work by 
making the requirements for membership 
rather strict. Beth Getty, jr., FHS 
president, commented, "1 feel that the 
requirements are tough, but it should be 
that way. If a person works very hard to 
accomplish the satisfaction of exceptional 
grades, he or she should be recognized." 

To become a member, a student must have 
an A- in French in the semester he is to 
be inducted; he must have an A-average 
for the three previous semesters 
of French; and he must also carry a B- 
average in other classes. In addition, 
the student, unless he is a graduating 


senior, must be continuing with French 
the following year. 

The French Honor Society took on some 
new activities. For example, the film 
Murder by Death was shown in early 
winter and a tutorial program was 
instituted to aid beginning French students. 
Kathy Owens, soph., added, "I think the 
tutor program is really good. It helped 
me a lot and gave me some good study 
habits. I'm really glad they have it." 

Because of the small number of members 
in the society, many activities could not 
be carried out. Consequently, plans for 
the revival of the French Club were 
mentioned for the following year. The 
society would then be able to concentrate 
on academic concerns, while the French Club 
would expand the club's extracurricular 
activities. This plan would enable any 
French student interested in being active 
to be a participant in a French 
organization.

The Pre-Vocational Education Program 
(PVE) was designed as an alternative 
program for exceptional students. The 
classes are centered around basic job 
training so that the students can get and 
keep a job after graduation from PHS. 

The students' interest was kept by 
doing various projects. Tom Peverelle, 
jr., said, "I like working on the job 
box because it shows you a trade and it's 
very educational." The job box contained 
information about various trades and 
careers for the students. 

Students also read out of a textbook 
and answered questions at the end of the 
chapters. "Doing assignments out of the 
textbook is my favorite part of the class," 
said Jim Goffiney, jr. Lynette Nelson, 
jr., said she liked doing taxes because 


when she gets out PHS she'll know how 
to do them. 

Although PVE students had special 
classes, they also had the choice of taking 
regular classes. They must also meet 
state graduation requirements. In 
addition, PVE students could attend 
all school activities, join clubs and 
try out for sports. 

Mrs. Gail Trobaugh worked with job 
placement and follow-up half of the day 
and individual counseling and scheduling 
the other half. It was her sixth year of 
working in this program. She said, "I 
like the kids. It's what I always wanted 
to do." Other teachers involved with the 
program were Miss Renee McGaffic, Mr. Rob 
Prellwitz and Miss Lisa Stiegman.

"It's almost like getting paid to go 
to school," said senior Joyann Stoner 
about the Interdisciplinary Cooperative 
Education program. ICE allowed students 
to receive eight credits and a paycheck 
for working half day and attending a 
related first hour class taught by Mr. 

Dean Shatz, vocational director. 

The class dealt with such things as 
job attitudes, the legal aspects of jobs, 
getting along with and responding to 
supervision, and individual problems 
students had with their jobs. 

Keston Hasemann, sr., said that he 
liked the class and would like to see a 
similar one for students not in the ICE 
program. He said the class is "really 
beneficial for your future life." 

The students received report cards at 
the end of each grading period. Two-thirds 
of the grade was based on a rating report 
filled out by the employer, and the rest 
was made up of a grade on the daily class. 

To take the course, a person had to be 
a senior, have transportation to the job 
and, according to Mr. Shatz, have a desire 
to work. 

ICE has replaced the old work 
programs which served only students with 
career goals in industrial, manufacturing, 
or marketing and distributive fields. Now, 
students with career goals as varied as 
agriculture and office work can be involved 
in the ICE program. 

Tom Felter, sr., said that being in the 
program helped him show his boss that he 
not only had to be there, but wanted to be 
there. 

Another student in the program, Paul 
Ziulkowski, said, "It's good because it 
prepares (you) for a job in (the) 
employer's eyes." 

According to Guidance Counselor 
Marjorie Herren, "The advantage of it is 
that the student does have some connection 
with the school and work both. It helps 
them make the bridge between school and 
work." 

Students receive help from Mr. Shatz 
involving job problems which sometimes 
helps them keep their jobs, Mrs. Herren 
concluded. 

Carrying groceries out to a customer's car is 
Dan Borza, sr.

Many jobs pertaining to 
basic secreterial skills were covered in 
Related Office Skills. Typing I was a pre- 
requisite for this class. 
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Adv. shorthand expanded 
to allow for improvement 


"At first I thought it might be tiring, 
but now I enjoy the class and next year 
I'm taking it again," Melanie Goin, jr., 
explained. Responses quite similar to 
this were common in Advanced Shorthand. 

Advanced Shorthand, an honors course, 
was lengthened to a two-hour class, which 
at first caused slight apprehension among 
pupils. The two-hour course also 
created some conflicts in scheduling, 
causing a slight decrease in class size. 

Mrs. Mae Dolezal, business department head 
stated, "One hour daily is not sufficient 
time to provide a finishing course in 
shorthand. Many students recommended the 
change to two hours, and I was delighted." 

The class was divided into two separate 
units. The first hour consisted of 
intensive speed building, while the second 
covered transcribing tests, letters, and 
special activities such as: taking Civil 
Service tests, doing special office units, 
preparing a dossier for employment, and 
taking dictation from teachers for letters. 

Building on basics taught in Beginning 
Shorthand; Advanced refined one's skill. 
Amy Krulik, sr., commented, "In Beginning 
Shorthand, you strictly learn brief forms 
and different outlines with an introduction 
to dictation, whereas Advanced Shorthand 
involves speed building and transcription." 

Advanced Shorthand involved a minimum 
of homework. Intensive practice in class 


was accented, as well as constant pressure 
to build speed, 95 per cent accuracy and 
individual progress. In building and 
perfecting these skills, students will be 
prepared to handle practically any entry 
level for most office positions on the 
market. Mrs. Dolezal added, "Their 
(students') shorthand skills compare very 
favorably with those of any applicant for 
secretarial positions. Also, students find 
that their background is excellent. We 
(Portage) have one of the largest business 
departments in the state, as well as 
one of the largest shorthand enrollments." 

Speakers from the business world talked 
to the class. Andrea Ogden, sr., stated, 
"The guest speakers help you find out 
what is expected of you in a certain job 
and the qualifications needed." They 
helped form a link between what was done 
in class and what will be done in the 
business world. They discussed topics 
such as absenteeism, attitude, skills 
and grooming. These visitors provided 
students with information that made 
classroom instruction relevant. 

Besides providing an excellent 
background in skills, Mrs. Dolezal 
concluded, "If I could use only one 
word to tell you what we're trying to 
teach our students, it would be 
responsibility — responsibility for 
one's own destiny."

Oren also added, "Writing for News Bureau 
gives a reporter the inner satisfaction 
of knowing that he has been given the 
chance to do his best, to demonstrate his 
dedication and to be judged by the 
professional media."

Capturing a sharp, clear picture, 
keeping up with the latest news, and 
covering the most interesting activities, 
were jobs of the publications staff. 

In the end, their work was displayed and 
then judged by some critical viewers — 
students. Mrs. Debra Heitmann, 
publications adviser, commented, 
"Generally, 

students are much harder on their peers 
than teachers are." 

Barb Brooks, jr., mentioned, "It's 
not hard to do a good job if you try, but 
you can't ever really reach perfection 
because you can always do better.'' 

The publications student, like any 
other student, was likely to make errors 


in his work. Yet, unlike other students', 
his work was printed for public view as a 
piece of news, a picture of the past, or 
a book of memories that would serve as a 
permanent record for the students to 
criticize, praise, shun or cherish. John 
Rogers, sr., added, "It's great when the 
work you do is good, but, once a mistake 
is made, it seems to stick out like a 
sore thumb. That can be embarrassing." 

Because the product was for the school, 
it had to please a vast majority of 
students or else it was a failure. 

Athletes made mistakes and students 
stumbled while giving speeches, yet after 
the next point scored or speech given, 
their errors were usually forgotten by 


their peers. Once the staffs' work was 
completed, it served as a permanent record, 
errors and all, to be looked at and 
remembered for a number of years. Sue 
Sudduth, jr., stated, "Publications 
requires more work and time. Also, 
your work is printed and you are under 
criticism at all times." In those respects, 
the publication staffs differed from any 
other organization in the school.

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Home Ec 
gives useful 
experience 


Home economics was taken mainly to 
learn procedures that will be used in 
everyday life. "Basically, we hope 
students take this (home economics) up 
for practical knowledge of running a 
household and picking up new techniques,'' 
emphasized Mrs. Sharron Rose. She also 
said it gives students a broader 
knowledge and opens them up to many 
career ideas. 

Clothing and Food classes were only 
two types of home ec courses from which 
to choose. Darla Smith, jr., took a foods 
class so that "when I live on my own, I 
will be more experienced in cooking.' 

Desi Howard, jr., added, "I want to 
learn the masters of cooking. 1 ' 

Three food and nutrition classes were 
offered. In Foods 1, students studied 
food organization; in Foods 2, meal 
management and shopping practices were 
covered; and in Foods 3, food preserving, 
international foods, and cake decorating 
were studied. Foods 1 and 2 were 
pre-requisites for Foods 3. Basic 
nutrition study was carried out 
throughout all three levels. Mrs. Louise 
Blaney said in home ec, students "learn to 
be aware of their capabilities." 

In clothing and textiles there were 
also three levels. Skirts, pants, and 
vests were made in Clothing 1. In 
Clothing 2 students made blazers, blouses 
and dresses. The art of tailoring was 
emphasized in Clothing 3.

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Electricity sparks student enthusiasm 


What did the burglar alarms, fish callers, 
TV scramblers and "whooper sirens" have 
to do with school? They were some of the 
project kits students worked on near the 
end of Mr. Bob Beigh's Electricity class. 
This class met for one semester. Its 
purpose was to give students a basic 
understanding of electricity. 

"Anybody, or I should say everybody, 
could benefit from that one-semester 
class. I would recommend it to 
everybody, even girls; especially girls," 
said Mr. Robert Mullen, head counselor. 
He added that it was good to have at 
least enough knowledge of electricity 
to know what happens when a light switch 
is flipped on. 

Mr. Beigh said he found girls usually 
outdid the average boy in electronics, 
and there "should be more girls that sign 


up for it." Most of the class time was 
spent doing labs. Students learned about 
currents, hook-up of circuits, and 
other basic information. 

About 25 per cent of the students who 
took Electricity then signed up for the 
year course in Electronics. 

The course was different 
from the one which was offered at the 
old high school. The new facility is 
better than the old, and there was about 
ten times more chance for the students to 
get involved. This class would "give you 
a head start on the rest of the class" if 
you go into electronics in college, Mr. 
Beigh said. 

Students who did not want to take the 
electronics course at PHS could take 
a vocational course at Valparaiso High 
School or Technical Institute. Students 


who wanted to take three years of 
electronics, but were not interested in 
the vocational courses, could take a 
"special problems course" to learn more 
about the electronics field. These 
students met with Mr. Beigh one hour per 
day. 

Some students were interested in 
other Industrial Shop classes such as 
Woodshop and Drafting. Cliff Hayes, 
soph., said he took Woodshop "so I can 
take building trades next year." 

Frank Dees, soph., said that he took it 
because he "likes making things out of 
wood." 

Sophomore lerry Woolridge works on a lawnmower 
engine in his Power Mechanics class. Working 
on engines was one of the mam projects of the 
class. Although the course can be co-ed. the 
entire class consisted of boys.

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Art materials recycled 
because of rising costs 


Inflation hit the art department, 
forcing some students to be more 
selective about the courses they 
chose. Although much was done to 
keep expenses down, some of the tabs 
for individual projects still had to be 
covered by the students. 

The key to art may have been 
creativity, but it also involved 
some extra cash. Depending on what 
art class was taken, costs ranged 
from $1 to $20 or more. Many 
things were done to help keep costs 
down. For instance, the teachers 
looked for free supplies and 
donations, and they also shopped 
around to find the cheapest prices 
on art supplies. Many materials 
were recycled or salvaged from 
unfinished products. Scrap materials 
from industries were used, as well 
as things from home and generic 
products. Even with the use of such 
items and the spending of all the 
money the budget allowed, it was 
not enough to cover all the costs, 
and the art students had to pick 
up the additional costs. Mrs. lane 
Stammel, art teacher, stated, ”1 
wish we didn't have to ask students 
to buy their own art materials.

who wants to take art can, without 
putting out an outrageous amount 
of money." 

Although taking art was expensive, 
students still showed a great 
interest for it. Many students 
took art as a release from a heavy 
academic schedule, some had a 
genuine interest and talent for art, 
and still others took it as an easy 
grade or credit. Andrea Bencze, 
jr., remarked, ’T took art 
because I wanted to learn more about 
the different courses given here." 

Beth Lucas, jr., explained, "I'm 
interested in art as a career 
because it has so many individual 
opportunities for careers and I 
find it interesting." 

For those with a genuine interest 
in art as a career, the program was 
wide enough and big enough to prepare 
one for college. Mrs. Paula Wiese, 
art teacher, stated a basic theory 
for her method of teaching art: 

"We want to teach art fundamentals 
through problem solving. When an 
art project is given, we explain 
what we want accomplished and, 
through a medium, students try to 
solve the problems."

A variety ol projects, such as 
enameling, clay and macrame, was covered in 
Art Workshop. The class was open to all students 
who had previously taken Art Foundations.

The main purpose ol the 
class was to help one create any product suitable 
lor public sales. The class designed record 
album covers and silk screened t-shirts.

Vocational Diesel 
Mechanics developed skills demanded by the diesel 
industry for entry at the apprentice level. Power 
Mechanics was recommended as a pre requisite. 
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Vocational 
dept, draws 
area pupils 

"Basically, Portage is the only school 
corporation in the county to have 
Vocational Education programs such as 
Computer Education and Diesel Mechanics," 
commented Mr. Dean Shatz. 

Students had an option to take one of 
11 or 12 vocational programs. Many 
students commuted to Portage to take 
advantage of these programs. The Computer 
Education class included two Chesterton 
students and three Valparasio students. 

There were also three Valpo students and 
one Chesterton student in Diesel Mechanics. 
Many requests to take the courses also 
came from Lake County. 

Portage housed the most up-to-date 
equipment available, such as machinery 
used on the new Chrysler K-Cars. By 
taking advantage of these programs, 
students acquired a head start in their 
vocational careers. Ken Nush, sr., 
explained, "It's a good program because it 
helpes you to see what you need to do in a 
job. You learn the basic skills of 
different trades." Mike Sheriff, sr., 
added, "I like it because our teacher is 
a pretty fair guy and runs the program 
like a regular job." 

Portage students also took advantage 
of courses at other schools. Many people 
took architectural drawing at Valparaiso 
High School and electronics at Valparaiso 
Technical Institute. Students also 
attended beauty school and health 
occupation courses. 

Plans have been made to get a larger 
printing press for the printing class, 
which will enable them to print the Pow 
Wow. In addition, changes have been made, 
which, after the fall of 1982, will 
require all ninth graders to take a nine- 
week course in Computer Literacy. Jim 
Huk, jr., stated, "I don't think they 
should require Computer Literacy because 
many students aren't interested in it. 

Yet, it could be helpful as the age of 
computers approaches."

Protection against injuries 
important for baseball 


Sprained ankles, black eyes and broken 
thumbs are some of the hazards of baseball. 
Spiked shoes, hard bats and fast moving 
balls are all potentially dangerous. 

Manger-trainer Mike Palmer said, 
"Catchers are the most likely to get 
injured because they get nailed by a ball 
coming off the bat." 

The varsity baseball team started 
training progressively in January so that 
the players would be in shape and, 
therefore, be less likely to get hurt 
during baseball season. 

Some of the precautions taken against 
injuries are required. For example, to 
keep bats from sliding from a player's 
hand, metal bats have a rubber grip. 
Catchers have to wear shin guards, a mask 
and chest protectors. Similarly, a 
batter must wear a hard helmet when he is 
up to bat or on base. In order to 
protect their arms, pitchers are allowed 


to pitch only ten innings in 72 hours. 

It is illegal for a fielder to make a 

fake tag because the runner might slide 

unnecessarily. 

As well as the required rules, a good 
coach teaches his team to use standard 
safety techniques, according to varsity 
baseball Coach Thomas Levandoski. 

"Runners are taught to slide correctly 
so they don't hurt themselves or the 
fielders,” he explained. 

Runners are also taught to hit the 
outside of the base with the first foot 
that arrives. Among other things, 
fielders are taught to use proper 
footwork and to avoid collisions with 
fences and other players. 

Coach Levandoski said, "The coach is 
concerned with safety obviously, because 
if your starters get hurt, you've got to 
replace them with a lesser player, and then 
the quality of your club diminishes."

Consumer Reports 
said, "A device that provides generous 
feedback, such as 'Speak and Spell' is 
more likely to hold the child's interest 
than one that occassionally winks a 
light." Like any learning tool, an 
educational game would be more successful 
with encouragement from others. 

Strategy games not only used the 
power of batteries, but games like 
Electronic Mastermind and Scrabble 
Sensor utilized much of one's brain 
power. At the same time, they put the 
nerves on edge. 

Target games from $20 to $30 were 
played on skill, luck and the quickness 
of one's eyes as well as hand reflexes. 

The goal was to hit, destroy or explode 
the enemy. Other games that couldn't be 
put in a category were those like Simon 
and Maniac. They were fun games that 
utilized one's memory. 

Even as this fad rose to an all-time 
high, there were those who had something 
against the games — the noise. Mrs. Sue 
Varner, a shopper, said, "The games 
are fun when you are playing them, but 
if you are doing something else, the 
sounds may be disturbing. Most of the 
time I'm taking aspirins. After a while 
with all the noise, all I get is a 
headache."

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Motocross racing #1 on Rhonda’s list 


It was a hot Sunday afternoon, with the 
sun beating down on everyone's head. 
Some of the racers had wet down their 
jerseys so the heat would not bother them 
so much. A man shaded his eyes from the 
glare so he could see the race better. 

One of the spectators, a woman, had her 
eyes firmly fixed on number 65. If 
someone asked her what the other 
participants were doing, she would have 
answered that she didn't know. An 
announcer's voice intoned, "Number 39 
is in the front with 23. Fifteen isn't 
far behind. Number 65 is gaining on them. 
At the turn she ..." 

She? 

Approximately three girls in Indiana 
and Michigan participated in motocross. 
One of them was Rhonda Eagen, soph. 

"I find girls want to race, but their 
parents won't let them," Rhonda explained. 

Her cousin raced first, and he was the 
one who interested her in motocross. 
Rhonda said that one reason she started 
racing was "I wanted to race against boys 
and beat 'em!" 

Rhonda's first race was about four 
years ago. She came in last place, but 
found out she enjoyed it. Rhonda has 
improved since then and has won two 
trophies, one fourth and one sixth place. 

The motocross races are open to anyone 
with an American Motorcycle Association 
card. They are on Saturdays and Sundays 
and last all day. Sometimes the 
cyclists race 15 laps so that it is 
like an endurance race. 

"More girls should get interested 
in it if they're tough," Rhonda said. 

Her father taught her to ride on her 
first motorcycle, but after that she had 
to work out her riding techniques for 
herself. "You have to practice a lot. You

stuff you need for the race," Rhonda 
commented. Motocross is an expensive 
sport. Rhonda's motorcycle was $865 and 
the cost of her equipment about $500. 
There was also a five dollar fee for each 
race. 

Mrs. Barbara Eagen, Rhonda's mother, 
said that she was glad Rhonda was in 
motocross. "I think it's a good sport, 
but I get so nervous when she's on the 
line that I feel she is going to get 
smashed," she explained. Mrs. Eagen said 
that Rhonda was usually in the center, 
even though she told her to hang back. 

Near the start of the race, Mrs. Eagen 
said she goes off and doesn't think 
about anything. However, she added that 
the racing part itself didn't scare her. 


She would not allow Rhonda to race or 
practice without her safety 
equipment. For protection, Rhonda wore 
knee and hip pads, a kidney belt, 
steel-toed boots, shoulder pads, 
goggles, mouthpiece and helmet. 

She has had one accident near the 
beginning of last year. "I hit a bump 
and I just went end over end," she 
explained. Rhonda, whose sternum was 
severely bruised in her accident, 
said that motocross is dangerous, 
especially if a person takes risks or 
does not wear safety equipment. 

In her spare time, when she was not 
racing, Rhonda hunted with her father, 
went on dates and played different 
sports. She skied and went 
snowmobiling in the winter. She liked 
many sports, expecially softball, but 
concluded, "Motocross is number one on 
my list."

World War II 


The World War II mini-course of Mr. 
David Masty studied the time between 
the decline of the Roman Empire to the 
Middle East situation to obtain an indepth 
view of World War II. 


"The purpose of the class is to 
provide the student the chance to 
understand the people and events which 
have shaped our history, while allowing 
the student to study the current military 


situations, weapons and strategy," said 
Mr. Masty. 

According to Mr. Masty, the course 
presented theoretically the most 
important events and crucial turning 
points in history. 

The course taught the major battles 
and overall of the different wars and 
strategies, plus the hidden and obvious 
causes. The class was also shown how 
the interplay of diplomats has led to 
war and why certain military campaigns 
have worked or failed. 

In addition, the students studied how 
critical battles have been affected not 
only by innovations and advances in 
technology and science but also by the 
generals and the sophistication of the 
equipment used in battle. 

Senior Brian Herr, who took the course 
three times, said that "this class gives 
the most detailed information available 
in the school on World War II." 

"World War II class provides great 
insight in varying degrees into history," 
said Mr. Masty. "The students are able 
to find comparisons of things in the past 
with situations today."

Farmers stay despite population growth 


For years, Slangers, Gottliebs and many 
other farmers lived off the land which 
surrounds Route 6. Then practically over 
night, population growth took over. 
Shopping centers were constructed where 
cornfields used to be. Some farmers kept 
their land and continued farming despite 
the sudden building trend. 

Portage High School was erected on land 
once owned and farmed by the Lenburg 
family. Parts of the past are remembered 
by the beams which decorate the guidance 
suite. These beams were taken from the 
Lenburg barn. Along with the building 


of the high school came the construction 
of several homes. 

Mayor John P. Williams said, "The 
school has the greatest effect on resident 
growth and expansion, not business 
growth." Since the expansion of the high 
school, there are more complete facilities 
to teach a larger number of students. 
Several houses and apartments were built 
to accommodate these new students and 
their families. 

There was a greater demand for goods 
from local merchants, as a result of the 
population boom. "Development along 


Route 6 encouraged residential and 
commercial establishments," commented 
Mayor Williams. 

Many merchants who were already in the 
Portage area moved out to Route 6 for 
various reasons. John Mattix, owner of 
the Locker Room, said that he moved his 
store because he wanted to be in a central 
location for South Haven, Lake Station, 
Hobart and Portage. 

The results of the 1980 Census showed 
that Portage's population had grown 
vastly, surpassing that of Valpo and 
making it the largest city in the county.

6 to 
provide services for the residents of the north 
section of Porter County.

Adding a new three-story high school 
complex did not satisfy the needs of the 
growing city of Portage. Phase two 
included reorganization of junior high 
and elementary school students and the 
complete remodeling of the old high 
school building. The project will span 
three years and cost approximately $4 
million. 

The old high school is undergoing a 
complete facelift with major changes 
taking place in heating, electric and 
ventilating facilities. This building 
will be converted to a junior high 
accommodating the former Aylesworth and 
Grissom students. Aylesworth Junior High 
will change to Aylesworth Elementary. 

Gary ton, the oldest existing building in 
the Portage system, will tentatively house 
Adult Education. 

The plan is to develop a campus type 
high school incorporating two buildings, 
Grissom and PHS. Grissom will 
house the majority of freshman students, 
plus vocational printing and computer 


education classes. 

The tentative class schedule will 
remain unchanged with the exception of 
the length of passing periods. One of 
the two plans will be used to deal with 
the extended travel time between the two 
buildings. The first plan is to use a 
six or seven minute passing period and 
take the two minutes off the length of 
each class. The second would be to give 
those students traveling between the high 
school and Grissom three extra minutes and 
a special pass to identify them to 
teachers. The new building arrangement 
will also cut down on the number of 
teachers traveling, other than to and 
from Grissom. 

"The move will put no teachers out of 
work as it is just an organizational 
change, said Dr. George McKay, assistant 
superintendent of secondary education. 
Positions will be adjusted after ninth 
grade teachers suggest where they 
want to be placed. Mr. Forrest Rode will 
become the co-ordinating principal and

have assistants in each building. 

The only department which will add 
members is guidance. Two counselors will 
be placed at Grissom to exclusively 
handle ninth grade problems. These 
counselors will work in cooperation with the 
the high school department. After the 
transition to tenth grade the freshmen 
will be mainstreamed into the present 
high school counseling system.

school. Physically, they're closer to 
the high school level. Although, ideally, 
they (the 9-12 grades) should be in 
one building, there isn't physical space," 
said Mr. Robert Mullen, head counselor. 

To house all the students in one building 
would add 800 more people to the school 
and expand the building one fourth bigger 
than it presently is. "The building is 
big enough," added Mr. Mullen, "since the 
population is not growing. If the 
population continues to stay the same, the 
building would be too big. As it exists 


now, it will be an adequate size for at 
least 12 years." 

Along with the change in facilities, 
the freshmen will be required to take two 
new classes. A swimming class, which will 
be included in their gym credit, and a six 
to nine week computer literacy course will 
be required. The latter course is 
"basically to familiarize them with what 
computers do and are, because there are so 
many things they are used for and with," 
Mr. Mullen said. When familiar with the 
computers the students will be able to 
use terminals to tap into all types of 


programs which will help them. Programs 
for math, English and other academic 
courses are planned. 

Beginning in June, 1982, the materials, 
equipment and supplies will be 
transported to their appropriate buildings. 

“I think the community is very well aware 
of the direction we want to go, as the plan 
has been in the works for quite awhile. 

We have to make it work. I think a 9-12 
grade program is probably the most logical 
high school set-up. It's best for all to 
be involved in a more complete, more 
continuous program," Mr. Rhode concluded.
